Buttermaking on the Farm 


Valuable Information Contained in 
Government Bulletin 


In Bulletin No. 53 of the dairy and 
cold storage branch of the  tepart- 
ment of agriculture, Ottawa, Mr, 
George H. Barr, chief of the dairy 
division, in descriptive form deals 
with the process of buttermaking 
from the raw milk until it is ready 
for the market. He points out the 
defects sometimes found in dairy 
butter and explains how they are 
caused, He tells of the conditions 
that are necessary to produce fine 
flavored cream, of advisable methods 
in creaming and of the use of the 
separator. He gives statistical tab- 
les of results of separating at differ- 
ent temperatures and at variations 
specd. He describes what is neces- 
sary to get rich cream and the man- 
ner in which it should be prepared 
for churning.

NEW HEALTH FOR WOMEN 


The most fateful years in a_ wo- 
man’s life are those between forty- 
five and fifty. Many of the sex enter 
this period under depressing condi- 
tions through overwork or worr 


ly potatoes are piled to a depth of; about the home, or through a condi- 


ten to fifteen feet, the pile being cor- 
respondingly large in the other two 
dimensions. When stored in this 
manner they are almost certain to 
go through a rather violent sweating 
or curing process, during the course 
of which the tubers in the central 
portion of the pile are frequently 
subjected tu a dangerously high tem- 
perature. 

This is especially true if the tubers 
are slightly immature, or were not 
ry and free from moist soil when 
gathered, or if stored when the out- 
side temperature is high, making it 
difficult to lower the inside tempera- 
ture of the house. 

Overheating from. all of these 
causes may be avoided by making 
some provision for ventilating the 
pile, This is most easily accomplish- 
ed by inserting division walls at in- 
tervals throughout ‘the pile. 

The division walls may consist of 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inc 
face of which are nailed = seven- 
cighths by four-inch strips of any 
desired length, leaving a _ one-inch 
space between each strip. This gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any height and length desired 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six fect apart as the 
bin or storage house is being filled, 
good ventilation will be secured and 
an easy avenue of escape for both 
heat and moisture provided. It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by failure to provide the pro- 
per conditions, 

Where the crop is not large 
enough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower is not financially able to 
make these investments, potatoes 
can be carried over successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully 
made. 


The Feeding Margin 


An Important Factor in Profit From 
Feeding Steers 


The difference between the  pur- 
chase price and selling price of an 
animal is called the margin of pro- 
fit, This is usually estimated on the 
basis of 100 pounds live weight. Thus 
a margin of $1.50 means that the 
feeder received $1.50 per hundred- 
weight more for the animals than he 
paid for their The amount of mar- 
gin is a very important factor in the 
profit from feeding steers, The mar- 
gin required to break even in feeding 
Operations depends upon a_ number 
of factors, the principal ones being 
(1) the purchase price; (2) the 
weight of the cattle when purchased; 
(3) the value of the feeds used; (4) 
the gain in weight made by the ani- 
mals, and (5) the length of the feed- 
ing period, The higher the purchase 
price, the heavier the steer when pur- 
chased, the cheaper the feeds, the 
greater the daily gains, and the 
shorter the feeding period, the smal- 
ler the margin may be between the 
purchase price and the selling price 
of the cattle, without loss to the feed- 
cr, With a steer of poor quality and 
with high-priced feeds, the margin 
must of necessity be great, but with 
the best quality of steers and with 
cheap feeds the necessary margin 
may be very small,

Liquor and Labor 


Comparatively Few Men Thrown 
Out of Work Through End of 
Liquor Industry 


Defenders of the liquor industry 
have always professed anxiety con- 
cerning the great army of workmen 
that would be thrown out of em_ioy- 
ment upon the adoption of national 
prohibition, 

Much is said about the enormous 
amount of capital that is invested in 
the liquor industry, and yet for ev- 
cry $1,000,000 invested in the average 
industry, practically six times as 
many workers are employed as in the 
fiquor business, 

Take a few leading Canadian indus- 
tries and compare them with the li- 
quor business. For every $100,000 
invested in each of these industries 
the following number of wage earn- 
ers are employed: Liauor 9; agricul- 
tural implements, 22; boots and 
shoes, 80; butter and cheese, 76; 
bread etc., 55; house building, 80; 
clothing. 145; furniture, 60. These 
figures show that the number of 
wage-earners in the liquor business 
is comparatively small compared 
with other industries. 

The changed conditions following 
the adoption of national prohibition 
docs not mean that they will go adrift 
or cause a panic. Some adinstment 
will be necessary. The constantly 
changing siutation in the industrial 
world often compels men to change 
their occupations and may have to 
learn new trades. 

Tt is an acknowledged fact that 
more men Ionse their jobs becouse of 
the liowor trade than would be the 
case if the trade were destroved 
Someone has said: “When — lievor 
puts a man out of a iob it unfits him 
When  no-license 
puts a hartender out of ai job it 
makes him a wealth-producing work- 
ingman, It is better that the bar- 
tender should lose his iob and get 
a better one than that dozens of pat- 
rons should lose their jiobe and he 
unfitted for anv iob.”—T. H. Hazle- 
wood, Social Service Department.

Blackleg in Cattle 


| Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of — joss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of year to be on the 
\lookout tor it. The blackleg germ, 
}when once introduced into a district, 
i lives in the soil. and is liable to at- 
jtack animals, especially young cattle, 
‘at pasture. 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usually being sudden 
}lamicness, in which one of the legs is 
dragged stiffly, Local swelling de- 
velops rapidly, and these produce a 
crackling sound when pressed. The 
disease is almost always rapidly fat- 
al. 

The department reminds the public 
that although curative treatment aft- 
er infection is not practicable, pre- 
vention ts possible through vaccina 
tion. This year a large amount of 
blackleg vaccine was used in all the 
Western provinces because of the 
publication last winter of a circular 
on this subject. Farmers with cat- 
tle at pasture should get a copy of 
this circular from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture 
Winnipeg, or should send direct for 
the vaccine and circular to Dr, C, D 
McGilvray, Dominion Government 
Veterinary Inspector for Manitoba, 
Boyd Block, Winnipeg. In a singh 
day lately Dr, McGilvray’s office re- 
ceived orders for more than two 
thousand doses of blackleg vaccine.—

The Vanishing Elk 


Drastic Measures Must Be Taken to 
Save Them From Extinction 


Next in importance to big-hern 
sheep, though least in 
among the Rocky Mouhtain 
game, is the American elk or wapit 
It once ranged nearly the entire con- 
tinent in millions, but is now reduc- 
ed so grcatly that it has become pos- 
sible to take a reasonably accurate 
census of its numbers. Its habitat 
was originally from Mexico to -the 
Peace river and from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, between the St. Law- | 
rence and the coast of South Caro- 
lina. Today, a few scattered bands 
along the Rockies between Colorado 
and the Brazeau river and some -iso- 
lated herds in the forests of north- 
ern Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
comprise the entire wild elk left in 
North America. Probably the total 
does not exceed 60,000 head, icss 
than 5,000 of which are found in 
Canada. In the Rockies there are 
probably from 175 to 365 ich 


original elk herds of Alberta. Those 
now found in the south are British 
Columbia elk that have migrated to 
the East slope since the inauguration 
of a closed season on elk in Alberta 
some five or six years ago. 

Elk are grazing animals, but have 
been forced to become forest dwel- 
lers. They live principally on grass, 
weeds and low brush, such as small 
poplar, birch and willows. This de- 
pendence upon grass and weed range 
and the inability to subsist on browse 
alone introduces -some important 
elements into the problem of their 
permanent protection which are not 
prominent in relation to the other 
big. game of the Rockies, 

hey are the largest round-horned 
deer in the world, and, except in 
Yellowstone park, and, possibly in’ 
Alberta and British Columbia, where 
closed seasons have been establish- 
;ed just in time, are rapidly following 
in the wake of the buffalo and ante- 
lope. Only very drastic measures 
taken at once will save them from 
total extermination in Canada.—

Blackleg in Cattle 


| Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of | joss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of year to be on the 
| lookout for it. The blackleg germ, 
when once introduced into a district, 
lives in the soil. and is liable to at- 
jtack animals, especially young cattle, 
{at pasture. 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usually being sudden 
lamcness, in which one of the legs is 
dragged stiffly, Local swelling de- 
velops rapidly, and these produce a 
crackling sound when pressed. The 
disease is almost always rapidly fat- 
al, 
H The department reminds the public 
that although curative treatment aft- 
er infection is not practicable, pre- 
vention is possible through vaccina 
tion. This year a large amount of 
blackleg vaccine was used in all the 
Western provinces because of the 
publication last winter of a circular 
on this subject. Farmers with cat- 
tle at pasture should get a copy of 
this circular from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture 
Winnipeg, or should send dirrct for 
the vaccine and circular to Dr. C, D 
MecGilvray, Dominion Government 
Veterinary Inspector for i 
Boyd Block, Winmipeg. In a singk 
day lately Dr. MecGilvray's office re- 
ceived orders for more than two 
thousand doses of blackleg vaccine.—

The Vanishing Elk 


Drastic Measures Must Be Taken to 
Save Them From Extinction 


Next in importance to big-horn 
sheep, though least in numbers, 
among the Rocky Mountain 6b 


game, is the American elk or ii | 
It once ranged nearly the entire con- 
tinent in millions, but is now reduc- 
ed so greatly that it has become pos- 
sible to take a reasonably accurate 
census of its numbers. Its habitat 
was originally from Mexico to -the 
Peace river and from the Pacific to: 
the Atlantic, between the St, Law- 


lina. Today, a few scattered bands 
along the Rockies between Colorado 
and the Brazeau river and some iso- 
lated herds in the forests of north- 
ern Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
comprise the entire wild elk left in 
North America. Probably the total 
does not exceed 60,000 head, icss 
than 5,000 of which are found 
Canada. In the Rockies there are 
probably from 175 to 365, of ich 
the insignificant remnant in th val- 
ley of the Brazeau is the last of the 
original elk herds of Alberta, Those 
now found in the south are British 
Columbia elk that have migrated to 
the East slope since the inauguration 
of a closed season oh elk in Alberta 
some five or six years ago. 

Elk are grazing animals, but have 
been forced to become forest dwel- 
lers. They live principally on grass, 
weeds and low brush, such as small 
poplar, birch and willows. This de- 
pendence pon grass and weed range 
and the inability to subsist on browse 
alone introduces -some important 
elements into the problem of  thcir 
permanent protection which are not 
prominent in relation fo the “other 
big. game of the Rockies, 

hey are the largest round-horned 
deer in the world, and, except in 
Yellowstone park, and, poasibly in 
Alberta and British Columbia, where 
closed seasons have been establish- 
ed just in time, are rapidly following 
in the wake of the buffalo and ante- 
lope. Only very drastic measures 
taken at once will save them from 
total extermination in Canada.—
